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On Saturday morning 500 rebels, 
under MeOatrs land entered 
burg and demanded half a million dol- 
lara from the citizens, under threat of 
burnipg the town. Ay requisition in 
writing, signed by Gen. Early, was 
presented, and it is now an establish- 
ed fact that thig demand was a mere 
pretext to cover the! ultimate purpose 
of fhe forméd Vefore’ they 
reached the town, viz : to burn it with- 
out giving ‘any ‘time to remove private 
proparty, and iscareely timer -enough: 
for the citizens to remove their fami- 
lies. “They fired’ the’ fn “Hearly 
fifty places, and two-thirds of the city 
was consumed, including all the pub- 
lic buildings, stores’ and hotels. <A 
large portion of the. citizens ¥ were re- 
duced from comparative wealth to ab- 
solute poverty... The loss will be over 
one million dollars.

The fact that the most valuable por- 
tion of ‘the merchandise had been re- 
moved from Chambersburg added to 
the rage and disappointment of the 
rebels, and when thus inspired and 
under orders to fire the Court House, 
a strong breeze - communicated the 
flames to the adjoining buildings.
